There arrived in tbia city on Sun- 


'lay last three Piute Indians of prom- 
inence iu their tribe, oa diplomatio 
business -with tho railroad compnnT 
and Wells, Fargo A; Co. They are 
Natchez, Chief of the Plates, liia 
brother, Jerry Natchez, and Captain 
"Plate Charley." They oarne here 
from Winnemucca, Nev., but their 
reservation 
is at Pyramid lake. 


Natchez in tin interview yesterday 
stated that for many years the rail- 
road company and "Wells, Fargo & 
Co., 
had allowed the Indians to 


transport free of chargs the tish and 
ducks which they had caught and 
shot. The Indians usod the privi- 
lege and sold their goods along the 
line of the road, but about two years 
ago the companies learned that a 
white man at \Vadsworth hrtd a num- 
ber of Indians employed in the busi- 
ness, ond that he was receiving the 
proceeds of the sales sab rosa. The 
companies 
would 
not 
allow tho 


matter to go on, and revoked the 
privilege, according to the Piutes. 
This action in tho language of Nat- 
chez, "made the Indians heap angry," 
but they heroically endured the de 
nial until receutly, when Natchez 
and the others were appointed a 
committee to bring the companies to 
time. It was a very large and hazard- 
ous undertaking, considering the 
fact that the masses of this State, by 
their representatives, are unable to 
obtain their rights from the railroad 
company. On last Wednesday Chief 
Natchez and his confreres waited on 
Robert H. Pratt, Assistant General 
Superintendent of the Central Pa 
oifio Kailroad Company, at his^offlce, 
but he informed them that John L, 
Valentino, Superintendent of Wells, 
Fargo & Co., was the only person 
wlio had power to restore to them 
the deaired privileges. Accordingly 
Mr. Valentine was visted, and the 
Indians made known their business 
with him. At lirst he was not in- 
clined to grant the right of free 
transportation. For a moment, and 
but for a moment, it looked as if 
their mission was not to be accom 
pliahed, but Chief Natohez knows no 
such word as "fail." The privilege 
was granted, but how brought about 
we will give in the Indian's words: 
•'I tell him," said Natchez, "If not 
give, I make war. He jump up, say, 
'I want no trouble—shake Lands,' " 
and the Indians will once more en- 
joy tho privileges of free transporta- 
tion. Natchez says, "the Indiana 
be heap glad—jump so high," and 
ho held out his hand at a distance of 
four feet from the ground; "I be 
good man," and he laughed heartily 
at his victory. 


During the Bannock war a large 


number of the Piutes were removed 
from Nevada to Washington Terri 
tory, but since then some 264 men 
•women and children have returned 
leaving about 
150 more behind. 


Natchez is desirous of obtaining a 
settlement for them at Fort Mo- 
Dermit and to that end has visited 
General Kolton. That gentleman 
informed them that they must see 
the Indian Agent, so Natchez and 
his companions leave the city to-day 
Natchez said, in conclusion: "Have 
heap good time hore. Go seven 
theaters one night. Some places say, 
'take a drink.' Indian no drink— 
no good. No oomo for drink; come 
for business."

character is not at all unpleasant, nnd 
corning from the Democratic Senator 
(rotn Elko shall not be treated lightly.

the various subjects entitled to recog- 
nition in such an important State paper 
as will be presented to Congress in a 
few days, desiring it to be understood 
that the thoughts and ideas are in- 
tended exclusively for the edification 
and enjoyaient of the facetious Senator 
fromElbo.

that we were at peace with all the world, 
and that the stars and stripes wore duly 
respected in every quarter of the globe, 
yet there should be ft desire expressed 
for a more vigorous policy abroad, and 
a demand that

products 


shall not 
be unjnstly discriminated 


against by Germany, 
neither should 


thert be any infringement of the Mon- 
roe doctrine, nor should China or tho 
Chinese continue to violate the spirit of 
the new treaty. 
* * * Insist upon 


supplemental regulations with China so 
as to effectually prohibit the irntnierii- 
ticn of Chinese. 


Following this should be shown the 


enormous reduction of the National 
debt daring the fiscal year, and the total 
amount of the reduction since the end- 
ing of the civil war. 
Inseparable from 


this would be a table showing the steady 
reduction of the annual interest charge, 
and the grand shrinkage for the year, 
•with the prospect for still further re- 
ductions in the fnture,pointing out that 
the time was near at hand for funding 
the debt at a rate of interest less than 3 
per cent, and for its total extinguish- 
ment by the year 1890, after which time 
the Government would do its own bank- 
ing business, and the National Banks 
retire, and there should be a dollar of 
gold, another of silver, nnd a third of 
paper, each equal to the other iu the 
payment of taxes and for revenue pur- 
poses. The people should then be made 
acquainted with the immense sums of 
money collected and disbursed for the 
various departments for the year nnd 
the exhibit mad» of the honest and 
economical manner in which the public 
officers of the country had performed 
their labors. Here could bo interpo- 
lated the showing that the Poatoffice 
Department had been more than self- 
sustaining, and that letter postage had 
been cut down one-third. Public nttou- 
tion should be further directed to the 
'act that the growing needs of the coun- 
try demand a postal telegraph, and that 
steps should be immediately taken to 
provide such a system, and in this con- 
nection should also strongly 1*6 recom- 
mended the establishment 
of Postal 


Saving Banks. 


It would be very proper then to show 


thai; the tax on matches had been en- 
Irely stricken off, that other taxas had 
been materially reduced, ao that in all 
$80,000,000 annually was savsd to the 
people; that useless offices had been 
dispensed with, and that consolidations 
bad been effected 
wherever 
ssible 


without injury to the public service. 
This particular branch of the message 
should receive mor? than ordinary at- 
tention, for it would be interesting as 
showing some of the good accomplished 
by the Republican party. Tho atten- 
tion of Congress should then be called 
to the fact that the Edmunds bill had 
failed to accomplish the object intended, 
and that a more stringent measure was 
necessary, and should be passed, to 
wipe out polygamy in Utah, as well as 
every other Territory in the Union.

try. 


The late call of «15,000,000 three 


per cant, bonds by- the Secretary of 
the Treasury may not be pleasant to 
the National Banks bat it is another 
illustration of the powerful success 
which haa accompanied and crowned 
Republican management of the finan- 
ces. Secretary Folger has'called in 
since July 872,000,000.of outstanding 
bonds, and should he continue at 
the present rate, ho will have can- 
celled «144,000,000 by the end of tho 
present fiscal year. 
The total ro 


oeipts from customs, interim! reve 
mio and miscellaneous sources last 
year were 4S398 338,520 and tho total
